At the la-t council meeting W, R. 
Day, who is a member of the commit­ 
tee, suggested some improvements for 
the park, and he was instructed to 
get plans and specifications for a new 
grand stand and also to find out what 
it would cost to mount the cannons 
upon cement bases. 
Last fall a levy of two per cent, of 
tlie taxable property of the city was 
made for park purposes only and if 
this money is not u-ed before the close 
of the present year, it will revert to 
the general fund. 
Several hundred feet of concrete 
curbing and guttering, 
which 
have 
been taken up along the streets where 
permanent improvements are being 
made, have been taken to the city park 
and will be placed on the south side. 
The curbing is in a fair condition and 
very little of it has been broken or 
damaged in moving. 
Much of the 
dirt, which ha- also been taken from 
the street-, ha- been hauled to the 
park and placed in the low places. 
The dirt has not yet been leveled down 
but the street commissioner will give 
this his attention within a short time. 
About a year ago the members of the 
Civic League appointed a committee 
to investigate the improvement of the 
park, but when the matter was taken 
up with the council it was found that 
nothing could be done at that time as 
there was no money in the city treas­ 
ury for park purposes. 
Later, how­ 
ever, the levy was provided and with 
the money which i- now available a 
decided improvement can be made if 
the money is expended carefully. 
I nder the plans of the Civic League, 
it wa- suggo-ted that a number of 
driveway- be constructed through the 
park, and that flower beds be arrang­ 
ed for the best effect. 
Several other 
suggestions were also made, but noth­ 
ing could be done at that time becau-e 
of the lack of funds. 
If another levy 
is made for park purposes again this 
fall, the park committee will 
have 
practically the same amount to ex­ 
pend next summer, and it is generally 
believed that the appearance of the 
park will be greatly improved in a few 
years. 
The city park contains four large 
city blocks, and it- natural beauties 
are far superior to that of the aver­ 
age park found in cities of this size. 
The park is becoming more popular
